Arnold Chase, price chief of the 
B ure au of Labor Statistics,

prices of fresh fruits, vegetables 
and {Kirk may h a v e climbed again 
this month. But auto prices should 
go down seasonally, so that the 
spring ad v an ce in over all living 
costs m a y give place to a reas 
onable s u m m e r stability.
